Antithesis to Rights for Individuals in Mental Health Facilities. (handbook) 


The problem and the proposition. 


Crestwood Behavioral Health Inc., CBHI, is interfering with the lettering of Rights for Individuals, including dignity, 
privacy, and potential to function independently, with regards to personal electronic devices (a.k.a. possessions) 


Their policy is long standing; however, it attempts to subvert several rights, as follows: 


e = Allows conservators to waive rights (it’s actually called a waiver) 
e Can disallow use ‘at any time’ without good cause 
e Attempts to link use with treatment. 


Beyond policy, on paper, CBHI is currently mandating ‘parental controls,’ which they use to view surf history, limit 
app installation, delete personal apps + data, and block any URL, delete passwords, etc (skies the limit with 
google), effectively ‘most restrictive.’ 


Additionally, CBHI is using privilege for participation in a treatment program, to permit use of said devices for 
some only, or revoking rights as punishment for non-participation. 


This is obviously a privacy issue, and dignity as well. 


I’m asking to use my device, at my discretion, so long as | don’t 


e Disrupt or infringe on others’ rights (this means not using camera or microphones to record others, nor 
loud noises, etc.) 
e Bring into question any listed ‘good cause’ for denial.
